AN IMPORTANT CIRCULAR. 


Finascial Assistance to be Given North- 
west Dairymen—The Proposed Pian. 


Prof Roberteon, agricultural and dairy 
commissioner of Oitawa, has issued, 
under direction of ‘Hon. Sydney A. 
Fisher. Dominion minister of agriculture, 
an important circular relating to North- 
west Tersitoriescreameries. Thecircular 
is dated October 19th, and reade: 

“I am directed by the minister of agri- 
culture to state that a sum of fifteea thou- 
sand dollars ($15,000) was placed in the 
supplementary estimates by the govern- 
ment, and voted by parliament at its last 
cession, ‘fo promote the esiablishment 
and wosintenauce of creameries in the 
North west Territories.” 

It is to be expected that this arsistanc: 
to dairying in the Northwest Territories 
wili increase the value of the Dominion 
lands, and wl. promote the well being of 
ihe population there by affording the 
farmers a favorable chance cof prdoucing 
and marketivg thoze food  prodacta 
which can be carried to distant markets 
with the smallest proportion of their 
va.ue being avsorbed in transportation 
charges, 

the creameries proposed to be main- 
tatued will furnish a means whereby the 
farmers will be able to obtain full market 
values for their milk. They will thus be 
encouraged to increase the number of 
miich cowe, to raise more cattle, to feed 


= aud to enlarge their source of 
steady income,

the several cections iu the district to 
ascertain the number of cows from which 
milk could be eupplied to a creamery, in 
case one was provided. These canvaseers 
might use canvassing eheets with a 
heading similar to the folowing: 

“In tne event ofacreamery being estab- 
lished at under the management of 
the Dominion department of agriculture. 


We, whose names are subscribed hereto, 
agree to furnish milk to the creamery 
from the number of cows placed opporite 
to our respective names, tor a period of

WILL TRY AN EXPERIMENT. 
A New System For the Treatment of Low 
Grade Ores. 


' 

| An experiment is about to be tried, 
which, if it proves successful, will mean 
placing upon a basis more solid than ever 
the development of the Trail Creek gold 
mines. Under the present expensive 
methods of extracting the precious metal 
from the rock, 1t does not pay to mine 
ores carrying anything leas than $14 a 
ton. Now, while many of the Rossland 
claime are full of exceedingly rich ores 
there are other properties which contain 
great bodies of low grade quariz, These 
latter, (and farther developments may 
bring many cf chem before the public) 
will not likely pay good dividends uncer 
the costly emelting process at present in 
use. The proposed experiment referred 
to above is theapplication of the cyanide 
process with a view to the economical 
treatment of low grade ores. Upto date 
the cyanide method has succeeded in ex- 
tracting 85 per cent. of the gold found in 
low grade ores, ata cost of only $250 
perton. A custom cyanide aud potas- 
sium plant worked on the MacArthur- 
Forrest prioviple is to be erected at Ross- 
jand, end should the attempt prove suc- 
ecasful, which it doubdtiess will, @ good 
remuneration wili be gotten from mining 
even five aud «ix dollar ores. The im- 
ortance of this proposition cannot be 
over-valned, for it is calenlated not only 
to turn non-paying mines into dividend 
| affording properties, but also to largely 
| increase the possioi.ties of those mines 
containing nigh grade ore, for even these 
| propertics yield quantities of quartz,

The ore ig sent to 
smelters inthe United ~tatee. 

“We have paid $25.000 import daty to 
the States,” said Mr. Mann, “for the 
privilege cf having this ore reduced and 
marketed in that conntrv. It would 
be folly for (Canada to rednce her 
tariff while the United States maintains 
such abigh tarit] wall. What the min 
ing interests of Canada need is a fair 
trade rather thana free trade. While 
reciprocity with the Statea would do 
mining much good, free trade on our part 
only would be detrimental to the muin- 
ing int rests of British Columbia.” 

“In your opinion,” asked a Free Press 
reporter, ‘‘what coorse should the gov- 
erument adopt in dealing with the tariff 
in thie connection?” 

“In the first piace,’ was the answer, 
‘the government shonl! build the 
Crow's Nest Pasa railroad or assist a com. 
pany todo so, This would lead to the 
development of the coal mines in that 
district and furnish cheap coke for smelt- 
ing purposes. This wonld give a great 
impetasto mining in Britis: Colamta 
and create a market for the eastern man- 
ufacturera. At Vanconver there ehonld 
be a refinery to separate the precious metal 
from the base. This wonld admit of 
large shipmente of lead to China and 
other countries where it is largely used 
in packing tea. Wito euch advantages 
ae theseBritieh Colambia would be inde- 
pendent of the States, to which we now 
pay $20 a ton es an import duty on lead 
puilion, and Canada could maintain as 
high @ tariff as now existe in the States. 
The Dominion government should ark 
the imperial government to establizh 
mintsin British Columbia, in order to 
coin the output of oar own mines, the 
goid now produced in Britieh Columbia 
being sent to the United States mints, to 
be adorned with the stamp of the eagle. 
This would enabie a miner to ‘exchange 
his gold dust for sovereigns, which would 
make it unnecessarv to pay middlemen’e 
and brokers’ fees. 

‘‘ New discoveries are being made every 
day,” contined Mr. Mann, “but on ac- 
coant of lack of transportation, it is im- 
possible to mine succesfully in many 
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greatest mining countries in the world.”
